It is suggested to house­ 
holders that all packing material re­ 
ceived with gifts and other packages 
be destroyed at once. 
Every year a large number of fires 
are attributed to Christmas trees, 
lf 
a tree is 
used it 
should 
be firmly 
mounted so there will be no possibility 
of overturning. 
It should be placed 
in a section of the room removed from 
the vicinity of heating and lighting 
fixtures, 
if a snow effect is desired 
flake asbestos and powdered mica may 
be used. 
Immediately following the 
Christmas celebration the tree should 
be removed from the house. When al­ 
lowed to stand for a long time, it be­ 
comes very dry and consequently high­ 
ly inflammable. 
Christmas trees are often illuminat­ 


ed at night. 
The use of candles for 
this purpose is discouraged by fire pre­ 
vention experts. 
If electric lights are 
used, it is important that the system 
be properly wired, preferably by ex­ 
perienced electricians. Christmas tree 
bulbs are usually 14 volt lamps and 
care must be taken to have eight of 
them in series if they are to be used 
on I IO volt circuits. 
Palier decorations 
and 
other 
in­ 
flammable ornaments on Christmas 
trees or in various parts of the house 
are hazardous. 
Paper 
shades 
are 
often wrapped 
around 
electric light 
bulbs. 
This is dangerous because of 
the heat which is generated when the 
lights are turned on. 
Many fam ilies 
continue the old custom 
of 
placing 
lighted candles in windows during the 
holiday season. 
They do not realize 
that a draft of air may cause a cur­ 
tain or other flimsy material to come 
in contact with the flame and thereby 
start a fire which could develop into a 
serious conflagration. 
In 
som e' in­ 
stances candles are allowed to burn 
while the fam ily is out. 
If fire occurs 
it 
remains 
unnoticed until 
it has 
spread so as to attract the attention 
of passersby. 
In selecting children’s toys, the pur­ 
chaser should consider them carefully 
from the standpoint of fire hazards. 
Many small children have been burned 
i to death because the toys they were 
using were not safe
